Kron Pri'nzessin Cecilie, which ar- 
rived, here today. 'The brothers said 
they would.go as soon as possible to 
their home in Dayton,. Ohio, .where the 
aeroplanes' intended' for use'-of the 
government 
service 
are , completed. 


— From- Dayton,, they -said,., they intend 


to proceed to Washington to test the 
1 aeroplanes; under the direction of gov- 


ernment representatives. The Wright 
brothers united in saying they had 
no intention of making secret-experi- 


. ments. 
Following the completion of 


their work in Washington, they an- 
nounced," they expect to return to Eu- 
rope to continue contracts already 
made with private individuals.

in the kidnaping, but Whitla himself 
is alleged to have broken his word to 
the convicted man by prosecuting him. 
These allegations are'both denied. 


Boyle charges that Harry Forker, an 


uncle: of "Willie" Whitla: suggested the 
abduction of the boy. Boyle says this 
was because- in 1895 Forker had been 
paying him hush money in connection 
with an alleged murder in Youngs- 
town Ohio, in that year. When $5,000 
was demanded at once, Forker could 
not produce it, says Boyle, and. It was 
then that the kidnaping scheme -was 
broached. ' 


Says Whitla Pledged Immunity. 
When he met J. P. Whitla in Cleve- 


land in regard to the'payment of the 
ransom, Boyle says, he told the father 
of -the boy all 
about 
the case and 


Forker's alleged participation in it. He 
adds that Whitla said if ho could prove 
the story there -would be no prosecu- 
tion. The child stealer declares he did 
prove his case by turning over his 
evidence—which consisted of several 
letters—to Whitla. and that Whitla did 
not keep his pledge. 


Both Whitla and Forker vigorously 


deny the charge of Boyle, calling it

Johann Salvator, as the alleged arch- 


duke has always been .known' sinca 
he left the court at. Vienna, -was mar- 
ried in London and. he and his ivifa 
afterward sailed to South America in, 
the "Santa Marge'rita," a schooner 
which he had chartered. It has been 
generally believed that .the archduke 
lost his life when the schooner sank 
off the coast of Chili. According to 
the story o£ the Painesville machinist 
he and his beautiful 
wife were not 


aboard the ship, but .went ashore at 
Cusavana, a small port on the Rio De 
La Plata. It was planned that" they 
should meet the ship at Valparaiso,' 
but the craft sank enroute.

where the pupils bid farewell to grade 
work and aro ready for tho high school 
studies, the visitors, which included 
some men, thronged the rooms and 
halls of this building, which Is proba- 
bly ns well planned, roomy and con- 
venient as any school building in the 
state. Regular class work was con- 
ducted in the rooms, but as It was the 
day for manual training classes the 
visitors had 
an 
opportunity to' see 


what is done in the way of beginning 
in this very important branch of pub- 
lic school education. In' the domestic 
science department the pupils had as 
a lesson for the day a simple prepara- 
tion of toast and egg. That is, it 
sounds simple to write it, but there 
was a. lesson In cooking eggs that 
many' and many a housekeeper has 
never learned. 
For to boil an egg 


properly is not merely to put an egg 
In hot water and let It boil rapidly 
three or four minutes for soft cooking 
or twenty minutes for hard boiled. And 
so these young girls were learning the 
way .that cooks the egg so it will easily 
digest and not be tough and leathery. 
Furthermore they were learning from 
eggs placed in salt or 
plain 
water 


when eggs are fresh, when newly laid 
and when decidedly old. In another 
room, the carpenter shop, there were 
interested boys making small book 
shelves. On each individual bench lay 
a • blue print working drawing 
and 


tools. Not a nail or screw is used in 
putting together the pieces used in 
making the shelves, plato 
racks or 


whatever the task may be. All pieces 
are so fitted and joined that glue will 
complete the work. 
No- part of the 


work is more interesting to the boy or 
girl limn this work in manual train- 
ing. The satisfaction to tbo pupils of 
seeing something well put together.and 
finely finished that has been done by 
the bands Is not surpassed by the one 
hundred per cents obtained in spelling 
a list of difficult words, taking a test in 
arithmetic or geography or being com- 
plimented on a prettily written and 
well constructed composition.

vide.for some of the company's future 


equlrernents in timber and cross ties. 
This constitutes the largest forestry 
ton yet undertaken by any private 
corporation. 


Heretofore the ' company's forestry 


iperations have been confined to a lim- 
ted area between Philadelphia and Al- 
.oona. 
This year, however. 65,000 


.rees are being set out on tracts of land 
near Metuchen and New Brunswick, 
N. J. In addition, there- are to be 
planted within the next month 207,000 
trees near Conewago. Pa.; 188,000 In the 
vicinity of Van Dyke. 334,000 at Lewis- 
town Junction, 7,000 at Pomeroy and 
205,000 at Dcnholm. 


The bare places in the locust tree 


plantations, which were started some 
years ago, are being filled in with new 
seedlings, in order that these may fol- 
low as a second growth after the older 
trees have been removed for fence 
posts and other purposes. Of the trees 
that are to be set out this spring. 893,- 
000 are red oak,
